ground, Yankee Stadium, the first 
wonder of the baseball world, built 
on the Bronx side of the Harlem 
river by the New York American 
League club at an estimated cost of 
more than $2,500,000. 
About ten acres of ground, pur­ 
chased from the estate of William 
Waldorf Astor by Colonels T. L. 
Huston 
and Jacob Ruppert, 
then 
{joint owners of the Yankees, were 
utilized in providing the great stad­ 
ium. It was said that the ground 
cost $600,000. Some of the land 
was filled in, the filling in pro­ 
cess at various places serving to 
keep out the waters of the Har­ 
lem, which in years gone by ebb­ 
ed and flowed over it. 
The leveling of 
the 
field 
was 
(Completed in 1921 and the construc­ 
tion of the triple deck stand started 
in the spring of 1922. Sod 
was 
hauled from Long Island for the 
top-eover of the diamond and dirt 
suitable for the under-layers trans­ 
ported from distant points. 
The triple-deck stand, a 
nov­ 
elty in baseball, includes a 
mez­ 
zanine floor. Wide seats, with am­ 
ple aisle room assure fans a good

The 
record paid attendance during the 
past season was recorded on Sep­ 
tember 16 when 60,331 fans went 
through the turnstiles. 
On dedication day, the opening 
of the season, the Stadium housed 
probably its greatest throng, around 
70,000. The count at the time was 
officially announced as 74,217, but 
later the Yankee management ad­ 
mitted this figure was fictitious, in­ 
sisting however, that the seating ca­ 
pacity had been exceeded by some­ 
thing close to 10,000.
